AUSTRALIA’s 
performances at 
last year’s Olympic 
tournament have 
been dissected by 
a panel of experts, 
whose findings 
have recently been 
released. 

They appear in 
FIFA’s glossy, abun- 
dantly illustrated 110- 
page TECHNICAL 
REPORT OF THE 
1988 OLYMPIC 
GAMES FOOTBALL 
TOURNAMENT, 
published last month. 

Some of the world’s 
best coaches — Enzo 
Bearzot, Michel 
Hidalgo, Udo Lattek, 
Stefan Kovacs — were 
commissioned by 
FIFA to study the 16 
finalists’ tactics and 
style of play. 

Their findings make 
fascinating reading — 
and are quite flattering 
to the Socceroos. 

They show that Aus- 
tralia DID make an 
impact:at the Olym- 
pics. 

Though the Soccer- 
00s" traditional qual-

“ew SUTprised at other 
aspects of our game. 

And the win against 
Yugoslavia had a big 
impact, though at the 
time it was somewhat 
overshadowed world- 
wide by Zambia's 4-0 
hammering of Italy. 

All the FIFA panel- 
ists were unanimous in 
their praise for Soccer- 
00 boss Frank Arok, 
seen as the architect of 
the win against Yugos- 
lavia. 

They were also spot- 
on in their assessment 
of the strengths and 
weaknesses of the Soc- 
ceroos. 

Actually, they have 
come up with nothing 
we didn’t know 
already, but it’s good 
to read they believe 
Australian Soccer has 
a bright international 
future on the strength 
of what the team pro- 
duced in South Korea. 

All the more reason 
the ASF should start 
planning NOW for the 
Socceroos’ upcoming 
matches. 

They can’t stay idle 
for much longer. 

The national team is 
Australian Soccer’s 
most marketable pro- 
duct and must be kept 
in the public eye. 

The following are 
excerpts relevant to 
the Socceroos, as pub- 
lished in the report: 

Zambia's surprising 
4-0 win over the Italian 
professionals tended to 
overshadow one of the 
other surprises of the 
tournament. 


Australia had only 
once before played in 
an Olympic final com- 
petition (in Melbourne 
in 1956), but in Korea 
they managed to qual- 
ity for the quarter-fi- 
nals at the expense of 
Yugoslavia, 

The foundation for 
this surprise was laid in 
the direct encounter 
between these two 
countries. 

The Australians® 
coach (a Yugoslav 
himself as fate would 
have it) sent his team 
out with precise in- 
structions not to let the 
European team de- 
velop their game, con- 
tinually — harass them 
and to hope for a 
breakaway goal. 

His plan worked 
out: in the 48th minute 
Frank Farina scored 
the only goal of the 
match. 

The pre-match fears 
of Yugoslav manager 
Ivica Osim that his 
team was not consis- 
tent enough were 
borne out, but that 
they would actually 
lose the game was 
probably not some- 
thing he had 
réckoned with. 


Classic 

The Australians em- 
ployed a classic 4-3-3 
system throughout the 
tournament. 

The team relied on 
an excellent and phy- 
sically very strong de- 
fence and their usual 
counter-attacking 
plan.

In their first group 
match, against Yugos- 
lavia, these strengths 
were certainly needed. 

The Europeans, 
under Ivica Osim, 
were certainly rated 
the better team, but 
according to their 
mood they could either 
play brillantly or com- 
mit the most element- 
ary mistakes. 

The Australians 
were trained by Frank 
Arok, who had been 
both a player and a 
trainer in Yugoslavia 
himself, and thus was

well aware of his oppo- 
nents” strengths and 
weaknesses. 

In this match they 
harassed the Yugos- 
lavs constantly and had 
their defence in trou- 
ble again and again. 

The one goal of the 
match was scored by 
Farina (who had play- 
ed in the Australians’ 
under 20 side in Mex- 
ico in 1983), and by that 
stage of the game the 
Aussies’ lead was not 
really a surprise for 
many of the specta- 
tors. 


the initiative in a game 
and dictate the play. 

A lack of skill on the 
part of some of the 
players, particularly in 
defence, also became 
obvious. 

But despite their un- 
ceremonious exit from 
the tournament against 
the Soviets, Arok’s 
team can certainly take 
satisfaction from their 
achievement. 

They proved that 
football “down-under™ 
has made further prog- 
tess. One can look for- 
ward to seeing how 
they fare in future 
FIFA tournaments. 

Australia, physically 
very fit and defensively 
well organised, did 
very well to reach the 
last eight. 

Their short-passing 
techniques were well 
developed and they 
could play the ball 
from back out. 

Their front players, 
however, lacked pace 
for this level and too 
often turned and ran 
away from their sup- 
porting players. 

Australia have come 
a long way in a short 
period of time. 


Narrow Victory 

However, the Aus- 
tralians were brought 
back down to earth in 
their next games. 

After being com- 
pletely dominated and 
outplayed by the 
Brazilians (signs of 
tiredness after the 
Yugoslav game were 
clearly evident) they 
managed a narrow vic- 
tory over Nigeria 
which earned them a 
place in the quarter-fi- 
nal.

HAS HIS SAY 


WHY THE NSL FALTERS 


AN EXPERT STATES HIS VIEWS 


GEORGE AZZO- 
PARDI, a former 
leading Australian 
coach back in the 
fifties and early 
sixties, has written 
to me with his con- 
sidered comments 
on the National 
League. 

Here then are his 
views, based on a life- 
long commitment to 
the great cause of soc- 
cer football. 

“I write referring to 
your recent article on 
the NSL, and would 
appreciate my com- 
ments being published 
on this vital matter to 
Australian Soccer , . . 

It is sad indeed to 
read the state of affairs 
in which our Soccer is 
in at present. 

We have many lead- 
ing commentators, 
many so called experts 
commenting on Soc- 
cer, but I believe we 
have never heard the 
truth, the honest 
perspective concerning 
the way in which our 
game is heading. 

But let me go back 
16 years when the idea 
emerged of having a 
National League — a 
super league in which 
only the top teams of 
each state competed. 

Many meetings were 
held in which leading 
officials of the major 
clubs were invited to 
discuss the proposi- 
tion, and needless to 
say all discussions 
should be minuted 
with the NSL, 

There it will be 
shown that quite a 
number of the repre- 
sentatives were 
opposed to the 
concept. 

Many of those peo- 
ple are no longer with 
us, many are still alive. 

I was one of those 
who strongly opposed 
and saw in the birth of 
the National League 
“the biggest blunder” 
for soccer football ever 
in this country. 

I envisaged the diffi- 
culties the league is 
now encountering. 

The most acute was 
the question of 
FINANCE. 

It was estimated at 
the time that it would 
cost $250,000 to com- 
pete in the NSL back 
then, today of cours 
that amount will have 
doubled at least. 

I asked then as I do 
now — how many 
clubs could afford it? 

Even one of our 


richest clubs Hakoah/ 
Sydney City withdrew 
several years ago as it 
could not afford it. 

Secondly, we were 
not then, and still to- 
day, capable of having 
a competition of such 
magnitude. 

Our game was not 
attracting the numbers 
through the turnstiles 
and more importantly 
was not attracting the 
general Australian 
sporting public. 

The Australians 
then, and now, were 
not interested in sup- 
porting club soccer. 

Thirdly, SUPPOR- 
TERS, on whom the 
clubs were relying, 
were keen to see their 
team play every week, 
not every second 
week, 

Fourthly, we could 
create TWé 
tic competitions — the 
National League and 
the various State 
League competitions. 

Or more correctly 
one for the rich teams 
and one for the poor, 
thus creating a division 
in our soccer and de- 
priving our juniors of 


integration, education 
and development by 
competition against 
stronger teams. 

Fifthly, DISTRICT 
soccer must be intro- 
duced and the existing 
backgrounds de- 
stroyed. 

After so many years 
we are not attracting 
the Australian sporting 
public and we have 
failed to make soccer a 
truly Australian sport. 

My opinion is that 
we should come back 
to State League soc- 
cer, let us give our 
youngsters a chance, 
let us restore an in- 
terest and atmosphere. 

Not all things past 
are obsolete and un- 
acceptable. 

‘Age does not always 
weary and the years do 
not always condemn. 

I say to our admi- 
nistration, coaches, 
clubs etc — do not 
waste another fourteen 
years, we have wasted 
too much time 
already”. . .

Speed up goalies and 


bring in blue cards 


NOW that the 
costly, totally un- 
necessary ‘‘war’’ 
between FIFA and 
FIFUSA (the world 
indoor body) is 
over, the various 
bodies in Australia 
can get down to 
the business of 
Promoting their 
games to the be- 
nefit of all. 

Outdoor and Indoor 
(or Futsal) football 
ideally complement one 
another, and we can 
look forward to the 
best of co-operation be- 
tween the various 
national and state 
bodies to improve all 
Australian football. 

Here are two ideas 
from Futsal which are 
well worth considering 
for the outdoor game. 

Both relate to the 
Laws of the Game, and 
both would improve 
the entertainment 
value of the outdoor 
game. 

In Futsal the 


goalkeeper can only re- ° 


tain possession of the 
ball for five seconds. 

If he does not release 
the ball in that time his 


team is penalised with 
a free kick. 

None of the number 
of steps, or time wast- 
ing tactics used by the 
outdoor keepers exist 
under these circumst- 
ances. 

Simply five seconds 
and the ball is back in 
play. 

The second relates to 
yellow cards, send offs 
ete. 

How many games 
have been ruined by a 
player being sent off, 
rightly or . 

In Futsal they have 
three coloured cards — 
yellow, blue and red. 

The yellow and red 
have the same 
as in the outdoor game. 

The blue however is 
one the outdoor game 
could well introduce. 

It means simply that 
the player is sent off, 
but replaced with 
another player. 

It is for the “minor” 
offences and means 
that the spectator is not 
deprived of seeing what 
he paid for. 

Both innovations 
would improve the 
value of the outdoor 
game.

HEAVY rain that fell over Newcastle last Thursday night caused 
further disruption to the Northern NSW divisional football com- 
petitions and influenced the Federation’s Board of Directors to 
suspend promotion and relegation for the season. 

A large backlog of washed out games remains and. with the deadline for 


use of Newcastle City grounds set at August 20 for the Federation, it is 
almost certain some clubs will be unable to meet all their fixture commit- 
ments. 


The board held off making the decision, which had been discussed two 
weeks previously. 

But when five of the six First Division games set down for last weekend 
were called off on Friday, the decision was taken to curtail promotion and 
relegation for this year. 

Two of the games postponed last weekend were double headers involving 
West Wallsend and Highfields Azzurri, 

Their respective fields, Johnson Park and Whitebridge, were ruled unfit 
for play. 

Saturday's other match between Wallsend and Weston was unable to 
proceed when the Neweastle City Council grounds committee ruled out play 
on Saturday and Sunday on the Adamstown Sports Ground, which is 
Wallsend’s home ground this season. 

The condition of Lymington Park ruled out the Cardiff-Belmont Swansea 
United fixture while the Cessnock City Council's decision to close its grounds 
caused the deferment of the Cessnock-Lake Macquarie match. 

Both these fixtures were scheduled for last Sunday. 

Up to last Saturday, Cessnock City and Belmont Swansea had played 
seven games. 

But West Wallsend, Cardiff and Azzurri had played only four in the 
premiership that began in April. 

However, Thursday night’s downpour that lingered into the early hours of 
Friday preceded a fine weekend and Belmont Swansea and Highfields 
Azzurri manged to take the field at Blacksmiths.

Neither, you say? 

Well, I back one of 
these two teams to win 
the major prize this 
year. 

‘Marconi seems to 
have the minor pre- 
miership sewn up, but 
Croatia will be their 
most dangerous oppo- 
nent in the Top Five 
play-offs. 

Let’s see how the 
two teams stand up, 
player against player, 
coach against coach. 

Marconi, I thought, 
had a definite edge in 
the goalkeeper depart- 
ment when they had

ONLY one match 
was possible last 
weekend with the 
two leaders Marconi 
and Sydney Olympic 
clashing at Bossley 
Park.

Jason Bennett drib- 
bled past three Marconi 
defenders in the 14th 
minute and tested Cat- 
lin from 25 metres but 
the big keeper took the 
ball well low down. 

Marconi got on top

Jean-Paul de Marig- 
ny, returning from in- 
jury and playing a lead- 
ing role in the midfield, 
sent over a great cross 
for Lopes to head home 
from eight metres. 

The home side should 
have increased their 
lead in the 24th minute 
when they received a 
penalty for a trip, but 
Clint Gosling not only 
saved De Marigny’s 
spot-kick but also saved 
a second effort from the 
midfielder in great 
fashion, 

Lopes dashed away 
down the right flank in 
the 34th minute but his 
cross flashed across the 
face of the goal, with no 
Marconi player on hand 
to tap in. 

Steve Refenes retali- 
ated for Olympic by 
breaking into the Mar- 
coni area on the left, but 
he too slid the ball

tion, 

Generally the 
Southern Districts and 
Marconi players are 
selected initially for 
their ability to play 
football and for their 
likelihood of learning

Unfortunately the 
teams have found it 
difficult to play “‘foot- 
ball’’ without being 
able to train. 

Having to play seven 
out of eight games on 
surfaces which could 
only be described as 
mud heaps prevents 
any skilful movement 
of the ball.

JUST over a year 
ago Manchester 
City’s promotion 
challenge had col- 
lapsed and ma 
ger Mel Machin 
was desperately 
trying to keep his 
talented young 
side together. 

Machin chose that 
stormy time to make a 
brave — some said 
outrageous — claim 
about his inexperi- 
enced team. 

‘We're the new 
Liverpool,’ he de- 
clared, and promised 
City would rise to 
heights currently com- 
manded by Kenny 
Dalglish and his 
troops. 

Critics chuckled at
